Me and Pethum a and these oth­ 
er paws and maws down ivere at 
Lometa have some 50 boys in the 
service, and we are not asking 
any special favors, but we dam 
sure want to see that they get a 
square deal and we expect you 
to heip us. 
Now we don’t want anything 
done about deferring labor lead­ 
ers just because they are labor 
leaders. That is alright, for we 
had rather be killed by a Jap or 
German that was loyal to their 
homeland, than a traitorous labor 
agitator, 
who 
might 
want 
to 
"strike" after he had been fight­ 
ing 8 hours, and then lay off on 
Saturday and Sunday. 
But we do think the boys in 
service should be paid more than 
$21. Of course they feed them, 
which 
is 
wonderful, 
for 
they 
stand in line, finally get their 
mess kits filled, stand up and eat 
it. and then stand in line and 
wait their chance to wash their 
dishes. 
Now pretty soon a big camp is 
going to be started down here at 
Killeen. The wage scale will be 
set on a proficiency basis. If a 
man can hit a nail one lick out of 
15, he will draw $15 a day. one 
out of 12. he will be paid $12 a 
day. and if he is a fair carpenter 
and can hit a nail one lick out of 
six, he will drawr $6 a day, to 
build this camp for our boys to be 
trained for cannon fodder at 70c 
a day for 24 hours work, or a total 
of two and nine-tenths cents per 
hour. 
We admit that your are smart­ 
er than we or else a better sales­ 
man, or you would be dow’n here 
running this old Fireside Friend 
and we would be up there. But 
we are smart enough to think 
that sauce for the goose is sauce 
for the gander and if the cream 
of the country can be drafted for 
$21 a months and slumgullion- 
pallet to sleep on if they happen 
to get a chance, why can’t the 
camps be built with selective la­ 
bor? 
No boys, we still maintain that 
the biggest job we have on hand 
is to whip ourselves, and then we 
can talk about whipping those 
slant eyed illegitimates. But so 
long as we allow labor to dictate 
the policies of the government, 
and the men in office think more 
about how the vote is going next 
election than they do about win­ 
ning the w’ar, just so long are we 
going to cause the hearts of 
mothers and fathers bleed when 
they get those dreadful telegrams 
from the government. 
Now boys, forget all about the 
next election, and start in today 
to take the profit out of war, and 
the election will take care of it­ 
self. Put "essential defense jobs” 
on a slumgullion. geans pants, 
hickory shirts, brogans with buck­ 
les on them, 3 blankets and a 
cow shed to spread them in and 
$21 a month and we will win 
this war so quick we will feel 
like we have not done anything 
and the buck privates will want to 
buy defense stamps with their 
$21 a month. 
Yes boys, how long would you 
sit in a poker game and play for 
matches? When you take the pro­ 
fit out of war. th at will end it 
quicker than anything else 
All this advice is free, but at 
that it might be well to heed it. 
for after while these fathers and 
mothers who are seeing defense 
production hampered by strikes 
and the government throwing out 
money with a com scoop to every­ 
one except the fine boys who are 
I selling their lives for two and 
nine-tenths cents per hour, are 
going to rise up in their wrath 
and you will really think that 
"hell has broke loose in Gawgie" 
when they do, and the courted 
labor vote will be a thing that

will wish you had nev«er 
head of.
